GREENLAND VEGETABLES. 


The Garden Products of the Old Norse- 


men's Setilement. 

In Greenland attempts have been 
made to raise some of the common 
plants of Emopean gardens. At the 
Danish station of Godthaab (latitude 
64°), close to the open sea, turnips, 
radishes, lettuces and parsley are al- 
most the only plants that ean be culti- 
vated with any success. The turnip, 
indeed, requires a favorable sinmmer to 
produce anything like tolerable speci- 
mens. The cabbazes are searcely 
worthy of the name: but at two inland 
stations up the fjord. about thirty miles 
north of Golthaab, the cl.mate is strik- 
ingly different. Here, Dr. Rink informs 
us, turnips always come to perfection; 
@arrots prosper well and attain a fair 
size, 
develope thick stalks, vet produce tol- 
erably large leaves, which the provi- 
dent Danes stow away for winter use. 
Attempts have been made to cultivate 
potatoes, but the tubers never attain a 
size large than marbles, and are only 
grown and eaten as curiosities. 
the most favorable circumstances, green 
peas only produce shells, in which the 
peas are barely recognizable. This is 
within the Arctic Circle or at least on 
its immediate borders. In South Green- 
land—the site of the old 
settlements—horticultme is practised 
under more favosable cireunstances.

In weaning pigs, there 1s somern 


more to be considered than simply 
taking them away from their mother. 
They should be weaned gradually, so 
as not to get any stunt or set-back. To 
take pigs away from their mother and 


little home before they have been 
taught to eat. gives them a check for at 
least two weeks; and this is quite a 
little part of their lives, if they are 
designed for slaughter when thev -are 
six to eight months old. Feeding them 
ina separate place, to which they have 
access, will accustom them to eating, 
and, when deprived of their mother’s 
milk, they will refuse to eat until 
driven to it by hunger. 

They must not be fed too much at a 
time, or they will eat so much that they 
will become poddy. When their food 
is very sloppy. they will take so much 
that the stomach will be distended be- 
yond its natural size; and the result is 
a pot-bellied pig, which means a pig 
with an unnatural and disordered 
stomach, a mean-looking pig, and one 
wirch never makes a good animal. [t 
makes hog enough; for it always has 
an unnatural appetite to fill the big void 
made by the washy or excessive food it 
had when voung. A little and often 
should be the rute with pigs when wean- 
ing. and also afterward. A healthy 
hog has avery quick digestion if the 
stomach is not overcrowded. When 
this rule ix followed they will grow 
faster and keep their shape better. The 
little pigs should never be fed more 
than they will eat up clean; for, if they 
have an¥swill or miik left over they 
will muss on it and drop their exeretions 
in it, so that it will become very foul 
and unhealthful. 

Five times a day is often enough to 
feed pigs when they are suckling, and, 
if they get a good supply from their 
mother. three times will do, or when 
the old one is fed. When fed tive 
times, the lirst feeding should be in the 
morning: the second in the middle of 
the forenoon: then at noon: again in 
the middle of the afiernoon, and finally 
atn ght. These ave the best times to 
feed all throagi the season. Any 
amount of food. fed at these intervals, 
will immake more growth in a given 
length of time tian the same quantity 
of food given three times a day. A 
hog will always eat to exeess if con. 
tined and fed all it ean take. It will 
alwavs do the same if st’ breaks into a 
held of gran, or when first turned into 
a fresh field of corn or peas. After the 
tirst poree. if left alone, it willeat only a 
good meal. and lie down by the food 
with a complace it express on, as much 
astosay. “Here s enough.”

each cow, dairying proyes profitable, 
and will continue to do so, hat there 
Is no reason why the protits should 
not be vreater. 

Dairying does not pay simply be- 
cuuse the cows give milk but because 
th&«rare several matters connected 
with dairying, which, taken asa 
whole, renders the business one tliat 
adds permanently to the wealth of 
the farmer and increases his capital 
In ® manner not always observed. 
The cows increase the fertility of the 
soll, Which produces lurge crops, anc 
addsto the number of animats that 
ean he eustalned. In other words, 
dairying is a system that tends to 
improvement and prevents impoyer- 
ishment of the soil. It must be ad- 
mitted, however, that in’ the course 
of time the elements of fertility will 
pass away in the milk and youn; 
stock sold off the farm, but, fortn- 
nately, the majority of farmers are 
compelled to purchase bran, shipstuff 
and other materials that supply thie 
place of food that is not produced 
at home, which compensates for the 
loss of that which is sent to market, 
The reason why dairying is proti - 
able is beAuse the farmer not) ouly 
keeps up the ferthnity of lis soit by 
the use of stock but also by the better 
prices obtained for his prodnets as 
compared with general farming, 
which gives hink a surplus and en- 
ables him to expead a prooortion an- 
nually for food to be brought on the 
farm. 

If dairying, however, is protitalle 
with the low average of ten quarts of 
milk daily from each cow (and the 
estimate is high), it cannot be denied 
that the profits could be inereased if 
better animals were used. As lony, 
however, as farmers persist in tole: 
ating the presence of the scab bulls it 
is plaln that they must continue to 
depend upon purchasing Fresh cows 
whenever the milkers become dry, 
The practice of purchasing frosh cows 
will always retard dairying, as ne 
reliance can be placed on the value 
ofsuch cows until they have been 
tested, which may show many of 
them to he worthless. Every farmer 
cannot breed cows to yield forty 
quarts of milk a day, but every tar 
mer can, by the nae of thorouzhbred 
bulls of the Tlolstein or Ayrshire 
breeds, so grade up his herd as to 
double the average yield and targely 
Increase the profits.

The expenses will be but little more,

The de- 
cision was immediately reconsidered, 
and they gave him the use of the 
house and the Jecture was delivered, 
Rankin and Henry Ward Beeeher 
were always abolitionists, while their 
many co-workers Were colonization- 
ists. Ile was often mobbed, assailed 
inevery way with missiles and his 
horse’s tail and mane shaved, but he 
never had any feargnor ever receive 
elany great injury. Henry Ward 
Beecher since the war is said to have 
written an article in the New York 
Independent, when he answered the 
queation “Who abolished slavery 2” 
hy saying “Rey. John Rankin and 
his sons did it’? Mr. Rankin’s old 
residence Was Ioeated on a hill eleva- 
ted some 300 feet ahove the Ohio 
river, just back of Ripley, and could 
be seen for many miles from Ken- 
tucky. It was the beacon-light for 
the poor, fugitive slaves, who were 
on their way of escape to Canada, 
While he claimed the right to feed 
the hungry and clothe the nuked, he 
never in any way aided or abetted 
the running of slaves across the river 
tothe Ohio border. His home was 
the depot of the celebrated “under- 
ground railroad,’ whose terminus 
was the Northern Jakes; thousands 
of fugitives applied there and not one 
was ever turned away. His acquaint- 
ance throughout the entire South was 
of such a character that not a few of 
the planters from Mississippi, Lou- 
Juana, Alabama, ‘Tennessee and Vir- 
ginin sent their illeyitimate mulatto 
children to him for training and ed- 
ucation, some of them remaining at 
his home as jong as 10 years, while 
other planters brought the mothers 
with their children, bought homes 
and left them to his protection and 
Instruction in Ripley.

OI) feet was cased off'as unimportant, 
and the drill at present is said to bea 
little over 6,000 feet below. the sure 
face, Which would make it by all odds 
the deepest well in the world, A 
careful record is tbelng kepl, and por- 
tions of each formation encountered 
preserved, Since it would necessar- 
ily have to bea very proliffo gas vein 
to justily such deep drilling, itis a 
ditheult matter to conjecture the obs 
ject that gronipts such a work unless 
it be purely to satisty a morbid curis 
osity., There are in Washington coun. 
ty some wells drilled to a depth of 
1.000 feet, and the only other so far as 
known approaching the depth reachs 
ed by Mr. Westinghouse is an artes 
sian Wellin France, at which a depth 
of 3,000 feet was reached,

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CLEANING LACES. 


The Proecsses Used in Renewing Silks, Vel- 
vels and Other Costly Vabrics. 


A careless waiter or an accident at 
the dinner table may cause the appat- 
ent ruin of laces, silks or velvets worth 
large sums of money. If the lady tries 
vw lean them herself, she makes mat- 
ters worse, and makes it impossible for 
the professional cleaners to do any 
thing with them afterward. These 
cleaners have peculiar methods in ren- 
ovating these delicate falirics. and 
many of them they will not reveal, as 
they ure secrets of their trade. 

“The treatment of line laces,’ said a 
cleaner, “is an expensive and trouble- 
some pro¢ess. A thick blanket of soft 
rags is sewed around a boltle, and ou 
this the lace is pinned. It is quite im- 
possible to rub lace, as it world tear it 
to pieces. The bottle is then placed in 
abath of soapy warm water.  Afler 
soaking for twenty minutes it is boiled 
for some time and then allowed to cool. 
It is dipped in several baths of clear 
water, until all the suap seems to be re- 
moved. ‘The lace is then removed from 
the bottle. and, after part of the 
water is driven out by gentle pres- 
sure, it is hung up to dry. 
Aftera time it is lad on a soft cloth 
to dry still more. When still slightly 
damp it is placed) on a hair cushion 
covered with Hatnel, and is fastened 
there with lace pins. This is a work of 
skill and patience. A pinis passed 
through each loop and a twist is given 
before the pin is fastened, Sometimes 
the loop is drawn stra ght and some- 
times not, the operator seeking to 
follow the original design of the lace. 
When quite dry the lace is sponged 
with a wenk solution of gum arabic, 
and, when dry again, it is almost as 
good as new. 

“The method of cleansing velvet is 
secret. It can be greatly freshened by 
steaming it over boiling water, care 
being taken to expose the wrong side of 
the velvet to the steam: but this is 
useful only where the damage is not 
very great. Ican tell you only that 
the process isa dry one and chalk is 
used init. Velvet that has been wet is 
hard to treat. but we have been able to 
do wonders with it. 

“It is very common thing for 
actresses to bring elaborate silk and 
satin costumes to be renewed, and we 
also have many Ine ball dresses. We 
do not take them apart, but cleanse 
them as theyare. ‘They are first dipped 
in a bath of naphtha, and this removes 
ink, champagne, and many other 
stains. ‘Then they go into a bath of 
pure benzine, which takes out all the 
grease. ‘They are softly rubbed in 
these baths, and any spots: remaiting 
They are 
rinsed out in warm water and dried 
over steam coils, ‘To iron them would 
harden the silk and make it shiny. -o it 
is run over steam rolls, or ironed  be- 
tween tlannels, We have ironers whose 
business is to iron dresses, and when 
they have tinished a dress it looks new. 
Mildew is removed by oxalic acid.” — 
Chicago Sun.

HEAT AND COLD. 


Their Vatue as Healing Agents for Varlous 
ANlictions. 


The use of heat and cold in some form 
forthe relief of disease is almost uni- 
versal and very ancient. Still, there is 
a surprising difference of opinion as to 
which should be used ina given cxse, 
though professional opinion is becoming 
more uniform with the advance of 
physical geéance. The explanation of 
the diler_ace is the fact that many 
diseases and injuries require heat atone 
stage and cold at another. In the 
earlier stage of inflamination, it is de- 
sirable to reduce the heat. in the later, 
the application of heat hastens the ab- 
sorption of the products of intlamnis- 
tory changes, by stimulating the capil- 
laries and lymphatics. 

Typhoid fever is one of the best illus- 
trations of the good effect of cooling 
(antipyretic) treatment by baths. In 
over eight thousand cases so treated in 
seventeen large hospitals, ninety-three 
out of every hundred recovered, while 
of two hundred and eleven treated in 
private practice, not one died. The 
chief objection to this treatment has 
been the difficulty, even in the best ap- 
pointed dwellings. of removing the ja- 
tient to the bath-tub and back several 
timesaday The -ame result is now 
easily and successfully secured by let- 
ting the patient lie on a cot bed and 
pouring water over him. 

Coils of tubing (rubber or lead) 
through which the water continuonsly 
flows. are applied with great success to 
‘local inflammation. 

Hot water is now proved to be very 


eflicactous in arresting hemorrhages on | 


the surface by pressing for a few min- 
utes towels dipped in very hot water on 
the bleeding part, and hemorrhages in 
a cavity (if there are no large vessels) 
by throwing a stream of very hot water 
into it. This latter etfect may be wit- 
neased every day in many of our hospi- 
tals during and after surgical opera- 
tions, 

In case of inflamed internal organs, 
the hot poultices or cloths applied to 
the surface stimulate the capillaries and 
the lymphatics near the surface. thus 
relieving the engorged organs. — Medical 
Record.

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A GOOSE FARM. 


A Virginia Idea Which Has Proved to be 
Profitable, 

There is a goose ranch located on the 
eastern shore of Virginia, covering 
nearly 3,000 acres, over which the 
feathered occupants, nearly 4,000, are 
free to roam. The farm is devoted 
exclusively to producing the raw ma- 
ter als needed for the line down quilts. 
Several species of geese are bred, all of 
them being. however, of American line- 
age. The largest specimens are the 
swan-geose, and the plumage of all is 
of snowy whiteness. The birds are 
regularly fed with corn and other 
grains. and are given the utmost free- 
dom consistent with the prevention of 
straying and loss. Herders are em- 
ploved to keep a watehfal eve on them, 
and sheds for shelter are provided in 
case of inclement or especally severe 
weather, but the birds rarely use them. 
About every six weeks the plucking 
tukes place. Only the breast and por- 
tions of the sides are touched. the 
feathers of the back, the wings and the 
tail being left intact. It requics nearly 
one hundred average geese to furnish a 
pound of down, though the smaller 
featbers, which are also taken, weigh 
much heavier. These feathers, how- 
ever, form an entirely separate grade 
from the valuable down. ‘The average 
life of a goose is said to be about forty 
years. and they produce from six to ten 
eggs per annum, & large proportion of 
which are hatched. A bird hatehed in 
| February is in condition for plucking 
the following August, and soon there- 
after every six or eight weeks. The 
feathers are packed in sacks, and sent 
to the Philadelph‘a factory, where they 
are trimmed, washed, steamed and 
otheravise prepared for their ultimate 
uses.— Western Rural.

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THE THIBETANS. 


Men and Women Who Do Not Belleve In 
the Pree bse of Water. 

The Thibetans who five in the val- 
leys are not as a rule tine: men physi- 
sally. but the highlanders, or hill men, 
such as the shepherds, ete., up in the 
high Thibelan Mountains, are massive 
beanr hommes, having somewhat the 
appearance of having been hewn out of 
solid blocks. ‘The people of the valleys 
are more or less idle gossips, disliking 
work intensely. ‘The men do not work 
in the fields except plowing, and few 
who ean allord to pay another to do it 
for them will do even that) much. 
When not in repose ot e., when not ab- 
solutely dving nothing the men oeen- 
py themselves by sewing, spinning. 
looking after the mules, horses and eat- 
tle, but above all in attending to the 
petty business of the family. The 
women sow, irrigate, weed, cut the 
harvest, thrash, winnow, carry the 
grain to the granary and do all the 
honseheld work well. If there are 
loxds to be carried the women carry 
them. If a man be asked to carry a 
big case or heavy load he is certain, on 
secing it, to say at once: “That! that's 
a women’s loud.” and of the bagage 
be will select the smallest parcel he ean 
lind as his burden. In the pasturages, 
the women milk, make the butter and 
look after the Nocks when these are 
grazing near the tents or encampment. 
The men herd the locks when graziny 
ata distance. The women ride as well 
as the men, and in the same tashion. 
From constantly throwing stones at the 
cattle the women are adepts at this, 
and can and do make it very unpleas- 
ant for any person who may have irri-

into practice. Dirt is the ruling 
feature everywhere in Thibetan house- 
holds. It pervades their houses and 
their persons, prevails in their customs, 
and gives a tone to and bears fruit in 
their speech. A European, an English 
oflicial in India, once desiring to see 
the real color of the ‘Thibetan skin, 
paid the parents of a child to have it 
washed in hot waver, several waters, 
and with an unlimited supply of soan.

Rufus Choate eulogized 
President Harrison in’ the same place, 
April 20, 1X41, 0n whieh oceasion Jo 
sinh Quincy, -lr., ofticiated as chief 
marshal of the funeral ceremonies, 
dudge Pliny Merrick was the city ora- 
tor on the death of General Jackson, 
duly 9 Iki: Judge Levi Woodbury, 
dnly 25, 184% of President Polk: Jo- 
siah Quincy, Ir., on President Taylor, 
August 15. 1851. The memory of Lin- 
coln was honored for the city by Charles 
Sumner, April 17, 1X60, jand when the 
eloquent Senator died, for the lirst time 
the city of Boston went outside its own 
limits for au orator, and April 2, 
listened to the eulogy by Carl Schurz. 
Other eulogies were pronounced before 
the city government by General Banka, 
QOetober, 1881, on President Garfield: by 
George William Curtis, April 18, 1884, 
on Wendell Phillips: by Edwin P. 
Whipple, November 20. 1867, on Govy- 
ernor Andrew.—-Hartford Times.

At Boston 
money is easy and some lines of trade 
are quieter, while a few ure active 
here as at the East generally. Dry 
goods staples are in lighter demand 
than during August or September, 
though some etter than during the 
corresponding period of last: year. 
Boots and shoes eontinue in active 
request. Philadelphia markets are 
not as a rule quite so firm, as dealers 
are a shade less confident. Retailers 
ure more active there, as at martfy 
other points, principally Chicago, 
where it is recognized that it will 
take some time for the consumptive 
demand to Jessen the interior whole- 
sale purchases made within the last 
two weeks. A signifleant feature is. 
found in the New York and Chicago 
money markets, In) Cnicago trade 
circles talk is less confident, although 
opinion inclines to the belief that the 
improvement is here tostay,and that 
“another wave of buying” will fullow

WRONGLY SENTENCED. 


An Innocent Man Set Freo Af- 
ter Five Years’ Confino- 
ment. 

A Story That Shows How Misleading Cir- 
cumstantlal Evidence May Be—The 
Danger of Entlrely Relylog: 
ov Such VTealluvony. 


“The hardships and wrongs inneted 
by convictions upon circuntstantial evi- 
denee and mistaken ideutity are well 
iustrated ina case which came under 
my notee and with whieh [had some. 
thing to do, which shows its uucertain- 
tv and the danger of relying eutirely 
upon such testimony, however clear 
anil convincing.” remarked Matthew 
Adams, bailiff of the Colorado Supreme 
Court, to a press representative. Con- 
tinning. he said: 

“In 1878 there was a man by the 


name of Mills arrested 1 Portland, Me., 
for uison, and delivered by the officer 
making the arrest into my vustody as 
Sherit] of the county. Tle was eharged 
with setting fire to the dwelling in 
whieh he then resided, belonging to one 
Haley, Mills was earnest and eloquent 
in his denial of any knowlede ot the 
origin of the fire. Tie was well and 
favorably known as a law abiding and 
industrious citizen, enjoying the conti- 
dence of the community, and his 
neighbors were loath to belief him 
giulty of a capital crime. 

“lis protestations of innocence were 
of no avail, and. upon examination, the 
police magistrate found ‘probable cause’ 
and he was held without bail to await 
the action of the rand jury. Some 
weeks elapsed before his indictment and 
time of trial, and IT had) frequent) eon- 
versations with him relating to the cir- 
cumstances of the fire. His modest, 
quiet manner and gentlemanly deport- 
ment while under my charge, and his 
apparently honest and straiyrhtforward 
statement asserting his entire ignorance 
of the crime, excited my sympathy in 
his behalf, and LT beexme conyvineed that 
he was innocent, and thatthe real erim- 
inal was still at laree and unknown to 
the oflieers, 

“Nothing oceurred which threw any 
new light pon the erime, and the eom- 
munity generally came to beLeve in his 
guilt. “Phe grand jury returned) an in- 
dictment for arson acainst him, ‘setting 
lire toa dwelling house in’ the night 
time, with intent to burn the same. for 
which the punishment ander the laws 
of that State was death. 

“He was pat apon his trial onder the 
indictment. He was defended by emi- 
nent and able counsel, and the trial jury 
was composed of upright and intelli- 
gent citizens, some of whom knew him 
well. 

“His trial consumed seven days, and 
during the whole time he sat with ealm, 
pale face, watehing its progress with 
apparent inditlere nee, His wife 
and lovely dauehter—his only child — 
met hint every morning as he was 
bronght from the ja.l to the court-room, 
and they both sat by his side through 
all the hours of each day, showing a 
devotion and loving solicitude that: was 
pathetic. He was a proud man and one 
cowld see that he keenly felt the humili- 
ation and st gma of the oceasion, but 
he was a brave man, and faced the 
eharee with an untlinching contidence 
that he would be tinally acquitted, The 
testimony and argument of the counsel 
was concluded; the oral charge of the 
court to the jury was given and the jury 
retired. 

“During their deliberation pon the 
verdict which would restore him to 
liberty and the bosom of his family or 
to a solitary cell and final exeention. 
Mills was apparently unmoved, When 
the jury finally brough in their verdict 
of guilty the unfortunate man seemed 
stunned for amoment, and his wife was 
so overcome that the oflicers were 
obliged to remove her. while his dauch- 
ter, with loving devotion, remained by 
her father’s sde, her hand in his, trying 
to cheer and comfort: him. An appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court, pend- 
ing whieh Mills was remanded to the 
eustody of the jailer to await: the judg. 
ment of the appelate court. TP pon re. 
view. the Supreme Court allirmed the 
judgment. 

“Noth ug now remaned for the trial 
court to do bat to pass the dread sen; 
tence. Mills was again brought into 
eourt and was) sentenced to one year’s 
solitary imprisonment and then to be 
hanged by the neck until he be dead, 
and ‘may God have merey on your 
soul’ were the final words that fell from 
the lips of the presiding judge, like a 
knell on the poor condemned man’s last 
hope. 

“It became iny duty, tnder the man- 
date of the eourt, to remove him to the 
State prison in execution of the sen- 
tence. I will not dwell upon the agony 
of the final parting from his wife and 
daughter at the jail, while both cling 
to him in an agony of despair. With a 
voice full of love and tenderness he told 
them to beof good cheer, to be hope- 
ful. that he was innocent, and soon he 
would eeturn to them again: and cotn- 


mending them to tus Heaventy Father, 
who had said, ‘I will never leave thee 
nor forsake thee,’ he turned to me and 
said he was ready to go. 

“There were five other prisoners who 
had been sentenced to various terms at 
hard labor, also, awaiting removal to 
the penitentiary. We took evening 
passage by steamer for Rockland. | 
ironed the tive together, placing them 
in the cabin on main deck, After the 
moorngs were cast ot! 1 invited Mills 
upon the quarter deck. I did not place 
the irons upon his wrists, not that I de- 
a red or intended to give him more  lib- 
erty or better treatment than that ex- 
tended to the other prisoners on board, 
but looking upon him more as an tn- 
fortunate vietim of e.reumstanges than 
asa felon, I shrank from driving the 
iron deeper in his soul. 

“The steamer had passed through the 
main channel, rounded ‘White Head.’ 
and was) well out to | sea, when we 
reached the apper deck; the city’s lights 
were far behind us; the elear rays of 
the ‘cape light lent) a_ brilliancy along 
the iteamer’s course, and the water's 
elacy surface looked like burnished 
silver. ‘Phe moon was shining clear and 
bright. 

“No one could be seen as we paeed 
the deck fore and aft except the helms- 
man at the wheel and the watch on the 
starboard bow = Mills) was calm, but 
there was despair in’ his every move- 
ment and written in every lineament of 
his pale face. Ina few hours I should 
deliver hi to the warden toenter pon 
his solitary continement before execu- 
tlon of the death sentence.

They lay upon the city und county the 
burden of supporting alms-hotses, for 
the care of per ons reduged to pauper- 
ism by drankennesss hospitals for the 
medical treatment of chronic invalids 
whose disease can be traced to whisky;

WINTER RYE. 


One of the Moat Desllablo Crope im Ya. 
tlona Respects. 

We frequently call the attention of 
the readers of the Ploughimeun to this 
crop, becanse we believe it to be one of 
the most desirable to grow: few crops 
are so certain to vield well every year, 
and few that) bring so inneh money 
draw oso Tyhtly from the land. The 
land can be prepared and the seed sowu 
at aston of the vear when the fariner 
is not as busy as in) the spring. cod 
there is the advantage of being able to 
sow it bumedinely after nest crops are 
gathered, One great advautare of this 
crop. it coversthe vround w tha good 
coat of vecelation during the winter aud 
spring months; this protects itfrom the 
heavy winds of winter and spray, 
wh ch often blow away large quantit es 
of the tinest: and best) portions of the 
soil that is left exposed after the sum- 
mer crops are gathered. Not only does 
the rye pro eet the soil trom blow ne 
awa. but by growing until very late in 
the autumn and beginning to grow very 
early in the spring, ot is gathering: snb- 
stance from the airin large quant.ties 
at at me when few other crops can do 
it; thus by the protection it atlords and 
by the accumulation it: makes it saves 
and gathers up nearly all of the fertili- 
tvit needs. so that a soil after produc. 
ing a coed crop of tye is nearly as rich 
as it would have been if nothing bad been 
grown onit. Good crops of rye have 
been yrown on the same land many 
Years in -necession, without the appli- 
cation of any mantne after the tir-t 
year. 

In many towns the straw will sell for 
asmuch ag good English hay, and in 
some towns — several dollars per 
ton more, In such towns the 
raising of rve igs mneh more pro- 
fitable than any other grain. Every 
farmer who keeps a herd of milch 
cows should not fail to put inca few 
acres of rve every year. then if) feed in 
the spring is short, or the hay crop does 
not prom.se well, he ean cut and feed 
out his rye crop in the green state, or 
he can cut it and make it into hay to 
help out the stock of hay the next wine 
ter. Although not as good to feed ta 
milch cows, either green or when mado 
into hav, as barley, it is very good 
when cut early, before it beeomes 
woody: and it comes in so much earlier 
inthe spring than barley that it fillw a 
place which barley ean not. It ix theres 
fore des.rable to always have it) grow- 
ing on a farm where eattle are kept. 
and it would be well for farmers to 
nake it s rule to sow a few acres of rye 
every year. but his prine.pal object in 
sow ng it should be to obtain the grain 
and r.pened straw, it shenld be eut 
green only when other fodder crops 
promise to he light. 

When the ripened straw sella for more 
per ton than Enel sh hav. it will bring 
enongh to pay all of the expenses of 
preparing the land and harvest ng = the 
crop, leaving the gran as clear protit.

Phe cost of keeping fowls depends a 
good deal upon cirenmstances, and 
chef among the “eirenmstanees’” may 
be mentioned locality, price of grains, 
how the fowls are kept, whether in 
vards or on free range. and last but not 
least, Knowing how to feed. Tt is quite 
safe to savthat fally one half the people 
wio keep fowls donubie the cost of feed- 
ing by suuply not Know.ng how to feed, 
When you hear a man say that vit costs 
more to feed hens than all they ever 
come to. vou tay eonclade that he don't 
know how to feed well and econamic- 
ally. TX. bitch, one of the best poultry 
authorities in the country, save that 
sone bushel ard twelve quarts of sound 
corn, or ils equivalent in other grans, 
will keep a fowl a vear.” but on farms 
Where fowls have tree range during the 
greater part of the year the cost of 
keeping ean be reduced considerably 
below the price of ‘one bushel and 
twelve quarts of sound corn.” Fowls 
ean be kept: cheaper on the sarm than 
anywhere else, for the reason that they 
ean and do consume a great deal of 
food that would otherw se go to waste, 
or be consumed to less advantage by 
the pws. and I hold that when fowls 
consume that whieh would otherwise 
bo lost, the value(?) of such food 
should not be reckoned ing 
keeping.

Well, one might almost as 
well ask, how did) anything come to 
be upon the earth at any time, inany 
way? Tow did the sea itself get 
there?) Hlow did this planet swim 
into existence at all?) ‘There was a 
sapient inquirer, recently deceased, 
who had a short way out of this dil 
culty. He held that the sea was only 
salt because of all the salt rivers that 
ran intoit. Considering that the salt 
rivers are themselves salted by pris: 
sIng through salt regions, or being 
fed by saline springs, all of which de- 
rive their saltness from deposits laid 
down long ago by evaporation from 
eurlier seas or Inke basins, this ex- 
planation savors somewhat of cireu- 
larity.

How did the salt) originally get 
there? Afterall, when we say that 
It was produced us rock salt, by evap. 
oration of the water in inhand seas, 
we leaye unanswered the main prob- 
le, bow did the brine in solution 
get into the sea at all-in’ the first 
Place? Wetl, one might almost as 
well ask, how did anything come to 
be upon the earth at any time, Inany 
way? How did the sea itself 
there? How did this planet swim 
into existence at all?) There was a 
sapient inguirer, recently deeensed, 
who had a short way out of this dith- 
culty, He held that the sea wis only 
salt because of all the salt rivers that 
ran intoit. Considering that the salt 
tiyvers are themselves salted by pras- 
sing through sait regions, or being 
fed by saline springs, all of which de- 
riye their saltness from deposits Inid 
down long ago by evaporation from 
earlier seas or lake basins, this ex- 
planation savors somewhat of cireu- 
larity. It amounts in effect to say- 
ing that the sea is salt because of the 
large amount of satine matter whieh 
it holds In solution. Cheese is also a 
caseous preparation of milk ; the du. 
ties of an arch-deaeon are to perform

Those who 
have studied the sulject sav that no 
morethan half ofthese Iraelites are 
Jewsin religion, though nominally 
reckoned as such, the majority hav- 
ing dropped completely away from 
the faith of their fathers, but they 
have not taken up any new religion 
in place of the discarded one, and 
consequently are in n condition of 
pure agnosticisin, or entire unbelief 
Inany kind of supernatural revela 

tion. I found in one of the small 
halla of the building which the late 
Peter Cooper erected for the free in- 
struction of the public in practical 
science and art, hut parte of it which, 
with a shrewd eye to sustaining rev 

enue he set apart for rental, a gather- 
ing of twenty-seven persons.

“No,”’ she replied, “I would be 
shut out if 1 went there.”’ 

The ceremony was in Hebrew, and 
I was informed that it differed in no 
respect from what it would tave been 
if the corpse of Rachel Kohlen had 
heen in the colin which stood before 
the altar, The mouners were as tear- 
ful, and doubtless fett their sorrow 
quite as Keenly as though the scene 
had not been a mockery. They will 
now speak and think of the girl as 
dead. What will become of her? 
Well, it isto be hoped that she will 
get some worldly consolation from 
those who have converted her away 


from home and kindred, aside from 
that spiritual comfort which she pro- 
fexsey to have already received in 
abundance,

AFRAID OF LIGHTENING, 


A Peculiar Nervous Fear, and Not 
a Want of Courage. 


The victiins of hay fever are not more 
In number or more to be pitied than 
those who suffer from nervous dread of 
lightn.ng. Probably more people than 
neual have learned to sympathize 
with this terror during the August thun- 
der-storms which made such panic at 
suinmer hotels. Only persons of very 


strong nerve can go through a hard 
electric storm without uncasiness. But 


there is a class whom electricity affects 
with such peculiar force that. as one of 
them said. each storm is like being led 
ont tor execution, nneertain whether 
one isto be shot this time or next. 
one who knows this species of bliss pret- 
ty thoronghly, for over twenty years, 
permit me to offer the deepest svmpa- 
thy to such unfortunates, and mention 
such alieviations as al fe-time of acute 


misery on this account has found for 
itself, 
The dread Is neither fane fal nor 


curalle by any effort of will, Usually 
it comes from a violent shoek early in 
Ife. and lightning does not more clearly 
print the image of veins and) branches 
on the sk'n in some enses than it leaves 
its possession upon the entire nervous 
system in others. Hours before the 
ssorm comes on the cleetric changes in 
the air are felt by the person, either in 
hervous exe. tability and restlessness like 
that of birds and animals before storin, 
or intense depression and sense of im- 
pending doom, No ‘lartarus has cur- 
tains of more awful gloom, or such 
shapes of unformed dread as_ inhabit 
these hours of oppression. I do not 
doubt that many of the apparently 
eauseless suicides we hear of are coin- 
wnitted under the influence of such dis- 
tresxing moods. They are beyond all 
vis tations of the mind most agonizing 
and unbearable till one learns to recog- 
nize them as purely physical, the etlect 
of itedigestion, of (overwork. bodily 
weakness or the subtle electric changes 
which bring them on with especial 
trouble. In some cases, while yet the 
sky is brilliant and nota threatening 
eclond shows sven, the etlect: of coming 
storm is felt’ in drastic purging, or the 
eyesight is alfeeted, wh Je neuralgic per- 
sons have a double portion of sullering 
nected to them. As the harometer s nks 
with the coming storm, the vitality 
sinks with it, breathing is hard, and the 
heart alternately beats so low it) ean 
hardly be detected, or with a sharp con- 
traction that seems the preeursor of the 
pang ot death. The danger may be 
entirely faucied. but the distress is be- 
yond deseriptton real. T have known 
the tirst flash of lightning in a summer 
storm to send a strong person into an 
attack like cholera in three minutes, 
and strike one buoyant and blooming 
the moment before, colorless, shrunken 
and unable to stand. 

My own memory of storms for nearly 
th'rty vears has been one of wretehed- 
hess that turns me sick to think of. At 
best, endurance; atothert mes, a palsy 
ing sensation that the next bolt was to 
come down my spine, a tension of every 
nerve to its highest, that felt every fash 
of lightning like the lash of a whip. and 
when it could bear no more went off in 
the darkening, ringing. swimming 
stages of swooning, but never its mer- 
ciful unconse ousness. It has left ime 
unable to stand or sit up for an hour 
after all was over, and made a wreck 
of me for days. If any man sullers 
nore horrors of distracted brain and 
nerves the morning after a debauch 
than I do days after a thunder storm. I 
can not imagine how he ever drinks 
twice in his life. A body of unstrung 
nerves with tmsteady lingers, heart and 
brain each rapping independent dis- 
eord. a head with an alarm spring just 
running down in it, and a separate ache 
for each jo nt in’ my frame, are the se- 
quel tor two or three days after a 
storm. In such dog-days as we have 
had this year, with three storms a day 
coming up to stir the murky air, [have 
endured ineipient delir um tremens, and 
may he believed without ditienlty in 
saving Thate lightning likea malignant 
sprit. Only one thing can add to the 
wNhetion of such a lot. and that is to 
have dense people say: “You should ex- 
ereise your reason and control this 
dread.” Ax well undertake to reason 

with St. Vitus’ dance, or erysipelas. 
The misery of the dread is that it is so 
wholly reasonable, and consists ina 
lively Apprehens on of what may take 
place at any moment. True. as these 
eveellent creatures assure you, there ix 
only one chance in fiftv thousand of 
yonr being struek by lightning that 
ene chance is enough to destroy the 
happiness of Tfe for those who have 
Been ats visitation. The only wav to 
reduce the fear ix to make that ehance 
infin tes.mal by every preeantion. Yon 
ean never get rlof the horr.ble im: 
pression lightning gives, but there is

Send him to California, or 
one of those blissful) spots of earth 
Where storms are unknown. Peru is 
one; | believe Maderia is another, But 
the Cal fornia coast enjoys almost en- 
tire freedom from eleetrie storms, and 
one had better sell his house, farm) and 
merehandise, and go there on a third- 
class excursion ticket, than to live on 
the rack of summers East. 1 am not 
ashamed to say I have been there 
twice, not for scenery or curiosity, not 
for the geysers, the big trees or Yose- 
mite, but solely to escape the demoniae 
storms, Californians born look on our 
Atlantic thunder gusts with as much 
horror as we feel for South American 
earthquakes, and wellthey may, alter 
ther Eden-like climate. A few years 
free from the depressing fear may re- 
Store tone to the nerves so_ that it is 
easier to bear storms. Even one 
season is of great benetit. and lessens 
the torment for succeeding stuminers, 
Californ on@bt ta be reserved for 





people who dread lightning. “To drop‘ 
the nightmare of dread, to liedown and 
rise inthe morning without fearfully 
scanning the sky for signs of storm, is 
arelief that seems as ifone had es- 
paped mortal ills without the pain of 
dying. 

It is not the weak alone who sufler in 
this way. One of the slontest, coolest 
men TF ever knew used to leave h’s print- 
ing case every time a storm came hp, 
and seek refuge in the basement. A 
party of iadies sewing together late one 





evening in astorm, were surprised by 
the head of the house. a iniddle-¢ 








farmer, rushing among them in undress, 
seared out of his wits by a clip of than- 
der. It is not women only who crawl 
under feather beds in storms. There 
are army oflicers, brave as) the bravest 
in every other case, who are almost in- 
sane at sight of lightning. A well- 
known college professor always took to 
the cellar, and Mary, the mother, of 
Washington, after reeeiving a shock by 
lightning in her youth, so feared it that 
he never left her room and feather bed 
till the last note of thunder died on the 
horizon. | repeat. there is no reasoning 
away this terror, It is the result’ of 
nervous shoek, Uke blindness and deaf- 
ness which sometimes follow a lightning 
stroke, 

If escape to a kinder shore ts impossi- 
ble, there ix ereat comfort on knowing 
that people are seldom hurt by light- 
ning unless they put themselves in its 
way. Count the casualties. summer 
after summer, and it is the person sit- 
ting by the open window, or on a porch 
or under a tree, the woman eooking 
over a hot stove or running a machine 
by a window, or some eareless lad lean- 
ing agaust a mantel with a mirror on 
it, who receives the stroke. Lightning 
chooses the best conductors always. A 
human being is one of these. aml! out of 
doors stands the fairest chance of draw- 
ing the discharge, as long as he re- 
mains upr ght, Let him carry as gun, 
sevthe or crowbar over his shoulder, or 
hold an umbrells@and he increases the 
chance of being struek a hundred fold. 
Driving on a stage or load of hay he 
offers himself to fate. The only pru- 
dent thing to do on the approach of a 
storm is to get inside a house with a 
good lightning rod on it and stay 
with doors and windows shut, till the 
shower is wholly over. It) is  sur- 
prising to see how few summer re- 
sorts pay the slightest heed to protee- 
ton against storms, though it) must- be 
for the comfort of their guests to feel 
safe in this respect. If there is a light- 
ning red on the tall house, perched 
prominently on a hill-top or a knoll by 
the seaside, ten toone it isa half-inch 
patent twisted one, that: micht resist a 
weak discharge, or an old) one worn 
through with rust. and a great deal 
worse than none at all. stout, round 
iron rod, at least three-quarters of an 
inch through, with points at all chim- 
ney3 and wables, connecting with the 
tain red by large curves, not by angles, 
whieh hinder the passage of the impa- 
tient tid. and run down toe permanent 
moist earth below, will insure safety. 
provided the house is closed in a storm, 
There is also a chance. if a tire is kept, 
that lightning may prefer the column 
of hot ar rising in the chimney many 
feet above the roof to the rod, so that it 
is wise to let tires go out before a storm, 
orto use kerosene stoves that can be 
put out at once, 

It js well to have as little mecal In 
the fittings of a house as possible. 
Stove-pipes. the foils at back of mir- 
rors, vas and water pipes are good 
conductors of — electricity, and one 
should avoid their neighborhood in a 
storm. Brick furnaces and stoves are 
better every way than iron ones, and 
there is so much gain of safety in dis- 
pensing with those masses of metal in 
the house. Gas is a barbarous thing 
for dwellings anvhow, killing plants 
and poisoning people, so its pipes may 
be got rid of. As for water pipes, rub- 
ber hose in proper casing will be found 
to answer well and have the additional 
advantage of saving plumbers’ bills, as 
it will not freeze in winter. Even. tile 
drain-pipe may be used instead of tin 
as furnace flues with good effect. It is 
argued from a scientitie view that the 
employment of so much metal in house- 
building is injurions to the health of 
the inmates. as it) interferes with the 
magnet ce currents. and that delicate 
persons condemned to live in buildings 
wth ometal- roofs, iron stairs 
and girders, or with a battery of 
gas and water pipes, steam coils and 
eleetr.e wares about them, infallibly suf- 
fer in strenzth and nerves. Be that as 
it may, and the view is quoted only asa 
curiosity, it is certain that) low houses, 
broad reoins and the least metal about 
them are safe houses in thuuder-storms. 
And all the clatter about) modern con- 
veniences or the ridenie of friends in 
rugved health, who never knew the 
quever of a nerve, will not weigh a 
feather ayainest the gain in peace of 
mend in these constantly recurring 
crisis of weather. People do not laugh 
at aman who takes every precaution 
aguinst tire in a building, woo lays bs 


















ay there, ; 


erete, cases his ash-bins with brick and 
threads his galleries with lire extin- 
tinguishers. The chance of fire may 
come once in a lifetime, but it is worth 
ail pains to be ready for it. Why should 
net the chance of having a bnilding 
struck by lightning, which happens a 
dozen times a season, be prepared 
against by every device and forethought 
imaginable? 

The chances of accident from light- 
ning are about equal to those from shot- 
guns, yet: people treat the latter with 
great respect, while they laugh at any 
one who is eantious of exposure to the 
former danger. As nearly all injuries 
from it come of foolhardy exposure out 
of doors or at open windows, the jest 
does not lie with those who study to 
avoid it. Children should be taught to 
guard themselves in the few moments 
of danger during a storm, to stay in- 
doors and keep away from windows, 
chimneys and large mirrors or metal 
lixturesZof any sort. That their elders 
should learn care seems past hoping for. 
In the heaviest storm of the season doz- 
ens of people went trooping from the 
trains aeross open fields and country 
roads, strung with telegraph and tele- 





phone wires, braving all chances 
sooner than wait half an hour in 


safety at the station or accept offered 
shelter. Few ralway statlons are 
suarded as they should be, and a city 
depot, with its reels of elvctris, wires 
and high iron castings, is the t ack:

in their narrow dens between the wire 
and window are as exposed as it is: pos- 
sible to be, and it is simply foothardy 
for them to stay in their offices in a 
storm.

For when people say it is no use 
guarding against it, for it will strike 
anyhow, they tly in the face of science 
and fact, which comfort us with the as- 
surance that its stroke is to be prevented 
as surely as cholera, wth care. -—Chica-

Rather, 
it is much easier to get right down to 
the every-day practical allnirs of life 
and make an impression on men that it 
fs to make the impression through 
something that they are not all the 
time coming in contact with, A revival- 
fst who Inbors among the lenorant 
classes has said to us taat he never bee 
fins by promising these people cternal 
ifey Heaven, happiness beyond the 
grave. Ile says he has diMeulty enotrzh 
to induce’ these people to think of to- 
morrow, let alone thinking of an inde- 
finite future that is no nearer to their 
conception than a omil.don of years 
hence, But ne says he begins by tell- 
ing them that he is prepared to guaran. 
tee them better food, better efothes, 
better homes and a greater degree of 
happiness right now and here. Then 
he says they begin to listen, And that 
Is very true of the vast majority of pvo- 
ple. 

It Is thus that it is better to begin the 
presentation of the Temperance ques- 
tion.

AN ESCAPED CONVICT. 


Why the “Politzia” Did Not Tako 
Him the Third Time.

jnterest in the undertaking, I was allowed 
toinvest my few hundred of roubles iu 
the mill, 

These common-place particulars about 
my own alfairs can have very little in- 
terest for you, sir. Tonly tell them t 
cause otherwise you would ely unde 
stend what has to follow. 

One evening, fate in our short Russian 
aumimer, when the long days were fast 
drawing in, we were in our family sitting 
room, | engaged with some of the mill ac- 
counts, and my wife with her sewing, 
wheo Lottie, our eldest daughter, rushed 
fu, and, without a word, fainted right 
avav on the floor. 

This did not more frighten my wife and 
myself than it surprised us, for Lottie was 
a sensible girl, and had never given way 
to any hysterical fancies before. Weknew 
that it must have taken a good deal to up- 
aet her in that way, and as soon as we had 
contrived to bring her round, we made her 
tell us what had been the matter. 

It seemed that she had been alone In her 
room, when, turning suddenly towards the 
window, she became awnure of a face 
pressed closely against the glass and 
glaring at her.

THE HARMONISTS. 


ly of Clristians Who Qwn Prop 
Valued at 75,000,000, 

Thore has always centered about the 
sect f Hartnonists a halo of interest, 
because of thor peeulinrities and seelu- 
sive tendenci The founder of th's 
rich colony, ited at this romantically 
situated place, on the banks of the 
Beaver River, was George Bay, who 
was born iu Wurt mberg in 1770. Be- 
lieving he had a divine eall, and was 
charged with a resteration of — the 
Christian religion to its original purity, 
he organized a colony on the model of 
the printt.ve church. with woods and 
chattels incomine n. ‘Vhis soon involved 
him and his tollowing in trouble with 
the Government, and compelled him to 
transplant the community, in 1803, to 
the United States, They settled lirst on 
the Conneyuene: sing Creek, in Butler 
Connty, where they founded the village 
of Harmony, and employe t themselves 
ju agrientture and manufacture. 

By industry and thrat they acquired 
considorable wealth, and in’ 1%L. they 
removed in a body to Indiana, wher 
thev purchased and located upon 27,- 
000 acres of Innd alons the banks of 
the Wabash River. The settlement of 
New Harmony was even more prosper: 
ons than the tirst had been, but tho 
climate wis not satisfactory. and in 
1821, after numerous conneds, they 
sold out and returned to Pennsylvania, 

is tine lonating in Beaver. County, on 
thé riotit bank “of the Ohio river, 
where thoy purchased 3,500 acres of 
beautiful and fertile farming lands, and 
where they soon afterward laid out the 
town of Economy. Here is where they 
are located at present, surrounded by 
peace and plenty. 

They are strange people, not belle. 
ing in marriage, but all living together 
as brothers and sisters, and practice 
the strictest inorality. In) [822 ) the 
question of marriage was the leadine 
one in the community, and about twe 
hundred members withdrew because 
they favoreit marriages, and established 
the town of Philipsburg. But the new 
colony did not prosper. and after a few 
years of strugeling they sold out) and 
disbanded, d.viding the proceeds ol 
their sale e&yually among all the mem- 
bers. In the meantime the Harmonists 
were gradually becoming mere and 
more wealthy, until at) present: they 
own jointly and in) common, lauds. 
stocks and bonds and herds. the value 
of which is estimated at 
Beside owning all of Keonniny

i large part of Beaver, they own an en- 
tire 


county in Dakota, in the valley of 
the Red River of the North. 

Out of their surpius money they built 
and equipped the Pittsburgh & Lake 
Erie Rivlroad. running through a rieh 
and proliie country from Pittsburgh to 
Youngstown, O.. and owned the con. 


trolling interest Iu stamtil the road was 


sold to the Vanderbilts. Tt is said that | 
on this deal alone they realized seventy: 
five percent. on ther imvesiment. as 
the road turned out to be the best pay: 
ing rowlin the country, It is a matter 
of history that at the time the war 


_ broke out in 186) they converted all 


their bonds and available property into 
money and buried it, us ug the treasure 
afterward in paying for the building ot 
the railroad. The payments thus made 
pat in circulation an immense amount 
of silver, many of the pieces datine 
back to 1800. 

Owing tothe law. prohibitine mar- 
riage, the sect has gradually dimin shed 
until at present it consists of only 
thirteen men and forty women. ‘They 
employ over three hundred servants and 
farm hands, and these, with their 
families, make quite a vdlage. | Every: 
thing Isowned in cominon. ‘The grocer, 
the baker. the butcher and the milkman 
go the rounds every day and supply the 
ditferent: fainilies with the necessities 
aud a few of the luxures of life. 
Nothing ean be purchased in the village 
of Economy. and it is probably the only 
town in the world where a man can 
not, even if he desires. spend money, 
They are extremely Liberal and philan 
thropie. and are constantly performing 
acts of benevolenes. | Their houses 
which are avactly alike, are of equine 
distance apart and are at a uniform 
distance from the village street. ‘They 
are painted pure witite and have ne 
front doors, it beIng claimed that il 
they had these conveniences the women 
folks would spend too much time look- 
ingatand gossiping with passers by. 

A good story is related iu’ this eon- 
nection to the eleet that the Presiden! 
of the community a score of vears ayo 
imagined that there was too much 
fainiliarity between the young men and 
maidens, and so promulgated an ordet 
that all females appearing on the streets 
after dark must earry lanterns; but still 
the merry-making continued, althougk 
no lanterns appeared. This caused ar 
investagation, whieh developed the fact 
that the worthy old gentleman had 
neglected to direct that the lanterns 
should he lighted. 

It is likely that the law enforcing 
celibacy will cause the extermination ol 
the colony ina few years. According 
‘to their laws, as long as three of them 
hold together the property is to remain 
Intact, but, when one of the tinal trio 
dics, the other two lose all right to the 
property aud must leave. As there are 
no heirs, the 75,000,000, which they 
possess in real and personal property, 
will come into the possession of the 
State of Pennsylvania, and will form 
a handsome legaey.—Aconumy (1’a.) 
Cor. Philadelphia Ledger.

y ESCAPED CONVICT. 


Why the "“Politzia" Did Not Take 
Him the Third Time,

Yama Lancashire man and I rose from 
the ranks. I bezan life much as other 
mill-hands do; but my head was set the 
r ght way on my shoulders, and | cot tobe 
an overlooker. Five and twenty years 
ago, When a yreat Enghsb lirm, whose 
operations extend over many parts of 
Trussia, started a cotton mill at Ekaterin- 
burg, lL was offered a post as manager. 
Faatorinburz is, a3 1 dare say you know, 
on the Siberian‘side of the Ural Moun- 
tains, and in the heart of the Government 
mining districts. A man thinks twice be- 
fore he transports himself and his family 
tosuch aplace, but l had made up my 
mind to get on, antthis was a good chance 
to one in my position. 

Iv-as not disappointed. I looked after 
the mii], aud it prospered. Wo north. 
country operatives are a thrifty folk, and 
like living iua plain way. Isaved money; 
ardas it was th: policy of the firm to keep 
me ininy post, and to give nis a personal 
jnterest in the undertaking, I was allowed 
toinvest my few hundred of roubles in 
the mill, 

‘These common-place particulars ahout 
my own atfairs can have very little in- 
terest for you, sir. Oe tell them he- 
cause otherwise you would scarcely under- 
stend what has to follow. 

One evening, late in our short Russian 
sunimer, when the long days were fast 
drawing in, ve were in our family sitting 
room, | engaged with some of the mill ac- 
counts, and my wife with her sewing, 
wheu Lottie, our eldest daughter, rushed 
iv, and, without a word, fainted right 
av'ay on the floor. 

This did not more frighten my wife and 
myself than it surprised us, fur Lottie was 
a sensible girl, and had never given way 
to any hysterical fancies before. Weknew 
that it must have taken a good deal to up- 
set herin that way, and as soon as we had 
contrived to bring her round, we made her 
tell us what had been the matter. 

It seemed that she had been alone In her 
rooin, When, turning suddenly towards the 
window, she became aware of a face 
pressed closely against the glass and 
glaring at her. What the faco was like 
she was unable to describe, but it appeared 
too ugly and horrible for a human being. 
If it contd have been ealled that of a man 
or woman, she snid, she shoutd not have 
heen so frightened. 


1 went out and looked round the house, | 


Nothing was to be seen. We knew Lottie 
to bea sensible irl, but were inclined to 
think that her fancy must have played her 
a trick for once. 

After atime my wife left the room to ses 
about our supper, My wife (she has been 
dead now this nine years) had nas strong 
nerves as any woman that I ever knew— 
nothing ever seemed to knock her off her 
balance, Well, she came back in a minute 
or two, and beckoned me to the door. She 
was calm enough, but [could see by her 
face that something was wrong. She 
would not say what she had to say before 
the girl for tear of frightening her again 
So she whispered to me outside; ‘Lottie 
must have been right, there is something 
about.

What between the apathy of those lazy | 
scoundrels generatly and want of water, 
it was soon plain that the sheds which 
were on Hire could not be save’. and that 
what we hal to took to was the mitl itself, 
The dan of the main building waein- 
creasing every moment, for the fire wag 
beyinnins to make its Way alonz the shia- 
gled roof of which [ spoke, 

I could see what had to be done—those | 
shinyles had to be stripped otf. Thadtai 
ladder reared against the building, and 
called for velunteers to mount it. The 
height of that roof from the ground was 
consideralt», and the tire was every mo- 
ment getting more and more hold upon it. 
Yo strip off the shingles would be a hard 
job anda hotone,and itis not to be de- 
nied, a danzerous one.

But the new 
colony did not prosper, and after a few 
vears of struggling they sold out and 
disbanded, dividing the poorceds ol 
their sale equally aniong all the mem- 
bers. In the meantime the Elarmonists 
were orvdually becoming more and 
more wealthy, until at present: they 
own jointly and in’ eommon, lands, 
stocks and bonds and herds, the value 
of which is estimated at 70,000,000, 
Beside owning all of EKeonomy and a 
large part of Beaver, they own an en- 
tire county in Dakota. in the valley of 
the Red River of the North, 

Out of their surpius money they built 
and equipped the Pittsburgh & Lake 
Erie RaTroad, running through a rich 
and prolitie country from Pittsburgh to 
Youngstown, O.. and owned the con: 
trolling interest in st until the road was 
sold to the Vanderbilts. It is said that 
on this deal alone they realized seventy 
five percent. on ther investment. as 
the road turned out to be the best pay: 
ing roalin the country. Jt is a mater 
of history that at the tim: the war 
broke out in 1861) they converted all 
their bonds and available property into 
money and buried it, using the treasure 
afterward in paving for the building ol 
the railroad. The payments thus made 
pat in circulation an immense amount 
of silver, many of the pieces datine 
back to 1800, 

Owing tothe law prohibiting mar- 
riage, the sect has gradually dimin shed 
until at present it consists of only 
thirteen men and forty women. They 
employ over three hundred servants and 
farm hands, and these. with thei 
families, make quite a village. 9 Every. 
thing isowned in common. ‘The grocer, 
the baker, the butcher and the milkman 
go the rounds every day and supply the 
different families with the necessities 
and a few of the luxuries of life. 
Nothing can be purchased in the village 
of Economy. and it is probably the only 
town in the world where a man can 
not, even if he desires, spend money. 
They are extremely Uiberal and philan 
thropie, and are constantly performin 
acts of benevolence, Their house 
which are avactly alike, are of equai 
distanee apart and are at auniform 
distance from the village street. They 
are painted pure white and have ne 
front doors, it being claimed that if 
they had these eonveniences the women 
folks would spend too much time look- 
ingatand gossiping with passers by. 

good story is related in’ this eon- 
nection to the efleet that the President 
of the community a score of vears ayo 
imagined that) there was too much 
familiarity between the young men and 
maidens, and so promnlygated an order 
that all females appearing on the streets 
after dark must carry lanterns; but still 
the merry-waking continued, althougek 
no lanterns appeared. This caused ar 
investezation, which developed the faet 
that the worthy old gentleman had 
neglected to direct that the lanterns 
should be liehted. 

It is likely that the law enforeing 
celibacy will cause the extermination of 
the colony in a few years.  Aceording 
to their laws, as long as three of them 
hold together the property is to remain 
intact, but, when one of the tinal trio 
dies, the other two lose all right to the 
property and must leave. As there are 
no fates. the 75,000,000, whieh they 
possess in real and personal property, 
will come into the possession of the 
State of Pennsylvania, and will form 
a handsome legaey.—Keonomy (l’a.)

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LIME AND SOIL. 


Tha Mechanical Ufects of Lime Upou 
4iay or bine Alluvial Solls. 

As a rule men are given too much to 
snperiicial reasoning and thinking. 
Few take time to study any subject ex- 
haustively. The question of the agri- 
cultural value of lime, for instance. has 
been suverticially studied until many 
farmers who have given attention to it 
have some general ideas about it, but a 
serv insuflicent knowledec to found 
eood practice upon. Agriculture is a 
contplicated science, and is full of ques- 
tions wh.ch need to be studied from the 
fundamental point of the principles in- 
volved in them. so that the prineiples 
beme understood good pract ce ean be 
based uponthem This is espec.ally true 
as regards Lime. which is really one of 
the most variously effective of fertilizers, 





and should therefore be studied 
from many points of view We 
have at times revarded it as a 


direct plant food and as a chemical 
agent. acting upon organic matter in the 
soil and again as attecting the mineral 
elements of the suil. One more po.nt 
should not be ignored, and this is its 
mechanical action upen soils, both 
sandy, fine alluvial and clay. Now we 
are too much exercised about the chem- 
istry of soils.) Fariners who read so 
much about the chemical constituents 
of a fertile soil are led to believe that 
if the requisite proport-ons of these 
needed elements are there nothing more 
is required to produce thaximnm crops. 
But we are otten disappointed iu this 
Tespect. 
being misled by old proverbs to the 
effect that lime exhausts the soil, to 
think and believe that the farmer who 
uses lime in regular rotation once every 
live or six vears is ruining his land and 
using up the inheritance of his children. 
This is because the lime is considered 
only from a chemical point of view, 
ignoring its value as direet plant food, 


and not knowing or forgetting that its | 


mechanical effect is exceedingly valu- 
able to crops.

The Booby's Secret. 
[Speech (1871) of Wendell Phillips.) | 

Now, as the clock strikes 9, I will} 
tell you a single story. Robert Peel. 
the father of the great Sir Robert 
Peel, was a comfortable English me- 
chanic, who slarted a cotton factory 
small in measure and smailer still in 
profits, at the conimencentent of the 
cotton enterprise. Robert at that | 
time was almost unable to make his 
enterprise pay him, and the profits 
fell go often behind the expenses that 
he sometimes contemplated aban- 
doning the movement. Tho diffi- 
culty that beset him was apparently | 
a trifle, but it undermined his whole 
effort. The filaments of cotton—what 
we call the dust of the product — | 
gathered all over the machinery, 80 
that the bobbins and the tapes were | 
covered with it; they refused to 
move. Every six or seven hours the 
workman was obliged to stop work 
and clean his machine, and at the end 
of the day he had a poor day’s work 
to show, and one that hardly en- 
abled him to earn wages. The anx-

he sent for Watt, the great inventor 
of the cotton machinery. Watt ex- 
hausted his ingenuity, and was foil- 
ed. He called upon London and the 
engineering talent of that great capi- | 
tal to heip him and wag equally un- 
successful.

Unwatched, undeteeted, 
Dick covered the bobbins and tapes 
with chelk, It prevented the ad- 
herence of the filament and his ma- 
chine was clean, so that he did a full 
day’s work and made money for his 
employer. 

Pee! saw it at a glance, bought the 
secret, tad machinery contrived that 
ehalked the whole mill and rose sud 
denly into fortune; from a ecnimon 
man he mounted the topmost line of 
the English gentry. His family is 
among the first in Kurope.

‘The Progress of Storms. 


The way to learn about storms Is to 
study the weather maps published 
by the signal service at Washington, 
and here are some simplified exam. 
pies for you to begin on. To makea 
special case, let us suppose that you 
live in Western New York. 

The first diagram shows the condi- 
tion of the weather Friday morning. 
New York is at that time covered by 
a cloar sky, except in the west, where 
the thin, high cirrus streamers, that 
run before the storm, have toxde 
their appearance, and the winds are 
very gentle, with a touch of east in 
their origin. But at the same hour 
the observer In the Ohio yalley re- 
port cloudy weather, with southeast- 
erly winds, and in lowa and Minne- 
sota there is rain and snow. The 
storm is therefore already on Its way 
from the far West, following the 
common winter storir-track over the 
Great Lakes toward us. Moving with 
an ordinary express train rate of 
about thirty miles an hour, the edge 
of the cloud-disc spreads over us by 
afternoon, and the area of snow-efall, 
enlarging as evening sets in, reaches 
us during the night with increasing 
strength in its easterly winds; in the 
meantime, the high cirrus clouds, 
running ahead of the storm, have ad- 
yanced over the Atlantic coast.

FARM WORK IN WINTER. 


Though wo Season of Comparative Lelnure 
ft Should Not be a Period of 1Weneas, 
The necessary work to be done on 

every farm oveupies a considerable por: 
tion of the short winter days, wh'le the 
long evenings and some part of the re- 
maining daylight may be more protit- 
ably devoted to reading, study and 
planning the bus ness of the ensuing 
vear than in severe manual toil, The 
average farmer gets. in the course of 
the year, more muscular exertion than 
is tor hs best good. The mud will not 
act as freely when the body is wearied. 
and it) is undoubtedly lack of good 
headwork that necessitates much of the 
severe toil of which most farmers com- 
plain. 

So important do we regard time for 
thought that we believe it would be 
money in the pockets of all farmers if 
they would) take an hour orso every 
day, even during the bus est season. 
and that in the morning, when the m:n! 
is most active, in plann ng and thinking 
of what they should do aud devising the 
best methods for do ng it. ‘They surely 
can not atlord to let their minds lie ide 
at a time when study, reading and re 
lection are the most important dutie 
which they cin perform. Not thst 
farmers should not work tosome extert 
during every winter, for they can thins 
and plan better while around the farn 
seeing for themselves wlipt sm t, 
done. If they observe intelligent) the, 
will tind a great deal more to be done 
than they should think of attempting 
without help. 

So. whle the farmer himself should 
tuke time in winter for visiting other 
farmers, comparing notes and varning 
as much ashe ean about his dusiness, 
he wl also, because of this nereased 
mental activity. discover enorgh work 
to keep oat least one hired mia busily 
emplo ed throuzh the winter, and 
on large farms two or more This is, 
perhaps, as great a shoek as we cian 











well vive to old-fashioned eon itive 
ideas on this subjeet. We faney we 


hear many farmers who bave read thas 
far exclaiming in m ngzlel surprise and 
disgust: “Would vou have farmers in 
these times keep one or two hired men 
through the winter to do chores and get 
up tirewood for the follow ng season 2”? 
Most certa nly we would not. [Hf no 
more than this is to bedone, the farmer, 
unless he has other occupation. can 
well do it himself, He will need for 
health as much exercise as these tradi- 
tional employments will give him, 
Wonter is a season when many things 
ean be done more cheaply than at uny 
other time of the verr. Most) farmers 
do not think so, beeause what little they 
hire is at day rates, whieh for short 
winter days are proportionately much 
dearer than day help is during the 
busy sumimer season, This is of neces: 
sity the ease, that work ingmen may 
make both ends meet dur ng the winter 
season, Most of them get a day's work 
so infrequently during the wonter that 
they are obliged to chacwe one dollar 
for it, and th’s is dearer than S150 in 
stuinmer. but give these men steady 
emplovment and they ean well afford to 
work for wages that w.lb litte more 





than assure them a living and the 
siving of their summer earnings. 


Many single men ean be hired through 
the winter for their board and front tive 
to six dollars per month addit onal. 
And if a tarmer finds an unusually 
active and handy man forthe winter he 
can well afford to pay something more. 

It is not good policy at any time to 
drive hard bargains wth hired helpin 
the matter of wazes. ‘This is especially 
true in winter, when more than ever de- 
pends on the zeal and interest whch 
help take in their work. The board is 
necessarily a large port on of the wages 
that can be aorded in winter for work 
onafarm, Butit is unfortunate that 
the phrase “doing chores for ther 
board” was ever invented. Doing the 
chores is rarely, if ever, an equivalont 
fora home in’ winter, and unless a 
hired man is able and wllng todo 
more than the chores, the sooner he is 
off the farm the better for his employer, 
On the other hand, if the wionter is an 
open one, the hired help are sable to 
perform a reat var ety of farm: opera- 
tions, and they should be made to un- 
derstand that they will be well) repad 
for all that they ean do. This under. 
standing that the laborer is sure to 
have whatever he can fairly earn {s 
best for all parties, ft is essential to 
secur ng good help on the farm at any 
SCULSON. 

With a favorable season, if a farmer 
cin not devise means to keep one hired 
help) protitably emploved through the 
winter he is not tit for his bus ness, 
Did you not miss last summer, perhaps 
in the busiest’ time. some conveulences 
about your barns or gates that you have 
fonnd at your neighbors 2? You could 
not possibly do the needed) work next 
summer, or at any other time when 
labor was hurrying you to your utmost, 
Such jobs must often be done in winter, 
or not be aceompl shed at all. What- 
ever can be done at th’s season of com- 
parative leisure to faeilitate next 
summer's work, or to make next yeas 
crops better, is clear gain. Tt is not an 
infrequent experience wth those who 
understand this) fact. that the labor 
they employ during the winter pays 
better protits than that they here at 
dearer wages during the busy season. 
In the summer they work at routine 
jobs. many of which must be done. 
though half of them do not pay. In 
the winter hired help do the extra jobs 
which every farmer knows would be 
profitable, could he tind time to do 
them. but which stand to-day, as they 
stood ten years ago, without being 
done. 

In an open winter low places may be 
nnderdra ned, taking eare to tinh as 
rapidly as the diteh is dug. Fenee rows 
may be eleared out that have been an 
eve-xore for years, and the land brought 
ginder enlt-vation.  Half-cleared places 
in the wood lot, now practically worth- 
less. may be brought into cond tion for 
cropping. Ths will be getting some 
new land free of tax. for taxes have had 
to be paid on it ever s.nee you owned it. 
thongh it gave you no return. The 
stone and sand may be got ready and 
ronvenently placed for putting a base- 
ment under your barns or other out- 
buildings. ‘The supply of plaster that 
you will need next: spring or summer 
ean better be drawn on a sleigh than 
on wheels through the mud. or after the

Asia 
general rule, even in’ the stallest 
grounds, 2 rew of trees may be planted 
ip the street six to eight feet fron the 
fence line, but always protected by 
guards and bitch nz post- to prevent 
the trees being injure. by horses. ete. 
In small lots the corners only an ght 
admit of further planting. but wita 
wider opportunity fine eects may be 
ga ned from the groapng of trees. and 
upon still more extended premises, 
such as surround colleges and acades 
mies, the cultivation of trees may be 
attemptelin cons derable var ety, with 
a view of securing a pleasing combina 
Uon of views and object lessons in silvi- 
culture. If there be out-buildings, 
these should be screened, and if) there 
be an adjo.ning marshy spot, it ought 
tn he eovered wth trees or hashes 
suited to the cond. tions. 

When practicable. get the co-opera 
tion of the owners of adjoining lands, 
or others who are willing to assis’ in 
planting the roadsides leading to the 
school house wth an avenue of trees. 
[tos well to interest the seholars om 
these operations, and) when certain 
trees have been assigned to particular 
scholars orto little committecs to whom 
their protect on is entrusted. the inter 
est thus secured has resulted in happy 
efleets. 

‘The intervals between the trees 
planted in lines, must be divided by 
their kinds, the soil and) other cireume 
stances, Prom fifteen to twenty feet 
will generally be formd the proper 
interval, but In ease of trees with wides 
spreading tops thorty feet should bo 
allowed.

In regard to the kind of trees ta 
plant, it is advised asa rule to select, 
especally for small grounds, the spec es 
that grow naturally in the region about 
and which wil prove mest hardy and 
eerta hn when transplanted. Thedee dats 
ous species would usually have tha 
preference, except upon grounds of 
ample size. in Which groups and masseg 
of evergreen trees moyht appear to line 
advantage among those that shed the r 
leaves in antumn. ‘There is one cons 
dtion, however, in which a screen of 
evergreens would be very proper, viz., 
for the concealment of outhouses and 
other unsightly premises. For this use 
the arborvite, Norway spruce, or red 
eedar inthe North or the vines with 
evergreen leaves in the South, would be 
Most appropriate. 

In selecting trees regard should be 
had to the'r Pability to: injury from aes 
eident. their tendency to sprout where 
not wanted, the odors they emit, ther 
longevity. rate of growth, ete. The 
American elm (Udiin3  stmeriwane) ia 
perhaps least liable to accident from a 
prise upon tie bark and there are fow 
of any trees to be more generally pre- 
ferred. ‘Yhe red or sl ppery eli, liable 
to be peeled by unruly boys, is adm red 
only on private grounds The sugar 
maple ino many localities has a lirst 
place on the list, but as one goes further 
West its growth becomes less slow. 
The box cider or ashleaved maple afs 
ford favorite shade trees in the Western 
States. and grow well in gthe m dil’ 
latitudes of the Atlantic States, but do 
not endure a cold climate. The poplar 
and the cottonwoods grow rap dly and 
some of them can be made to thrive when 
other trees fail. The beach, 
eatalpia. oak, linden, hickory, walnut, 
locust. chestnut, ash ‘and other trees 
ailord advantaves more or less worthy 
of notice in the Northern States and 
there isa wide range of choice among 
the native species of the Southern and 
Pacitie States 

In wet plieces the willows, alders, 
American larch, black ash and seme of 
the oaks lind an appropr ate place, and 
the gray willow is especially commended 
as valuable for a wood break in tho 
Northwest, where a screen of th’s kind 
around a sehool vard would prove 3 
comfort in winter as wellas a joy in 
summer.

cult'ngs, without roots, and it grows 
rapidly iu regions where many other 
‘recs can not be made to live.—A.1%

‘The mascotte is, in short. the op- 
posite of the unhappy beng who, ae- 
cord ug to the same superstit on, is born 
with mea! oechto. or the evil-eye, that 
curses all upon whom it looks. 

When the German peasants think 
they have dseovered a true maseotta 
among the children in a village, she is 
treated as if she were a princess in d’se 
givse. Gifts, caresses and Hattery follow 
her all her life from those who hope to 
win her good-will and consequent bles- 
sing. 

The superstition seems ludicrous 
enorveh to us. And yet there are, here 
and there. girls and women who seem 
to carry sunshine, comfort: and happi- 
ness wherever they go, and if other 
women could find out thocr seeret it 
would be worth more to them than 
Aladd n's lamp. Young men crowd 
nbout beautiful women and try to win 
them for wives. as if beauty made a 
mascotie. But if the beauty covers a 
sour, envious disposition, or a sharp 
temper, a vulgar mind, or slovenly 


habits. happiness will tly out of the door 


as the bride crosses the threshold. 
Manv a man, too, marries a wealthy 
girl, expecting that money will make 
her a mascotte, to lind that happiness 
is one thing which no cheque ean come 
man.t into a home.

In some 
lines it is disappointing, yet the gen- 
eral confidence that sales are to in 
crease rather than diminish remains 
unshaken. The dry goods market at 
presentis dull. Retailers are beliey- 
ed to be carrying the large volume of | 
goods lately shipped from first hands | 
awaiting the demand for consump. 
tion. There is a better demand for 
funds for use in regular trade chan- 
nels. 

Trade at Philadelphia is fair in 
some lines, but there is no general 
activity. The late mild weather has 
been a drawback. With lower tem- 
persture better sales wre expected. 
At Chicago the volume of trade ts 
lighter taan doring last week. There: 
is, however, considerable confidence 
that the up grade movement is to! 
continue, ‘There has been some de- 
pression in feeling, owing to the de- 
cline of the price of wheat. Reports 
from interior points tributary to Chi- 
cago are moderately f.vorable, and 
while the demand for funds there- 
from is smaller it ds still noticea- 
ble. There is less demand for curren- 
cy from New York. At Pittsburgh, 
Cleveland, Burlington, Towa, st. 
Louis and St. Paul there js less actiy- 
ity in commercial circles, The de- 
celine in the total yolume of eastern 
rail shipments from Chicago Js attrib- 
uted in part to the maintenance of 
the advance in tariff rates, The wheat 
marcéet has suffered a decline this 
weck, cash at New York losing 2j¢.

Acid Weeds Responsible for the 
‘Traubte, 

The causes of slobhering of horses 
that are grazed on the aflertnath is the 
presence of acid weeds in the herbage. 
Lobelia, St. John’s wort and rag weed 
often form the larger part of the herb- 
age, and this can searcely be avoded 
so long as the sevond crop of clover in 
eut for seed from liclds infested mth 
these weeds. Lobelia may soon bo dis- 
covered by its pale blue, small, tubular 
or funnel-shaned tlowers and its oval 
secd pods. It grows about nine to 
twelye inches high. and is easily missed 
in a meadow unless one stoops low to 
seck for it, when it will be too often 
found abundantly. If one tastes it he 
will read ly understand why it will pro- 
duce the elect complained of. It has 
a strong. acrid flavor like that of to- 
bacco, and may quite often be found jn 
second crop hay.

A NOVEL ICE-HOUSE. 


The Form of [House Best tdapted lo thes 


Preservation of Lee. 

The best form for an iee house would 
be that of a globe, beeause then wa 
should have the greatest bulk with tha 
least surface. Such a shaped house, 
however, would be inconvenient and 
expensive to construct. The next best 
form is a evlinder. Practically, hows 
ever, an inverted truncated cone will 
give all the advantages of the cylindris 
cal form, with the further advantage of 
heing more economical in construct on 
and in heepng in repair. The worst 
possible form: is a eubieal or square ieee 
house, for the corners of the .ce in such 
a house will al elt away and 
leave the mass of ive round. The larce 
amount of water wieeh penetrates the 
ice oan such oan iee-house makes ‘t 
porous, and it rarely happens that a 
square ice-heuse, unless very hege and

door should be constracted in one end, 
so as to permit the ready housing of 
the ice, In putting up ice, the tir-t 
thing to be done is to throw down straw 
enough in the bottom to cover the
